I would have liked to continue 
my part in the struggle of the 
free’ nations for peace in the 
world,. We have made great 


common enterprise to preserve the 
great values of_.our civilization. I 
believe .our efforts to build the 
defenses of the free nations, and 
to strengthen their economic life | 
and social order are showing real 
results. I think the scales of 
power are beginning to shift in 
our favor, in this struggle with 
Communism, I believe that the 
world will emerge from the 
shadow of aggression and fear, 
into the bright sunlight of lasting 
peace. 

Many Qualified to Lead. 


This is one of the things I would 
have liked to see through to final 
| victory. But I know there were 
many men in my party who are 
well qualified to lead this nation. 
So I decidede not to run again. 

The Democratic party chose 
as its presidential candidate one 
of the ablest and most dis- 
tinguished public servants in 
our national life, the Governor 
of Mlinois. 

~He has put on a campaign 
that has made all of us proud 
and made us certain that we 
nominated the right man to be 
President of the United States.

In 1948, they campaigned on 
the basis qf the public opinion 
polls.

Here, Osong 
mountain rises immediately in 
front of the Allies and gives the 
unparalleled observation, 
jump-off positions, and plenty of 
ravines and caves for their ar- 
tillery. 

Psychological Factors. 

There is another bad factor 
too, and it is psychological—the 
Chinese apparently cannot toler- 
ate a defeat by the Korean army. 

When this fight started, Allied 
officers. budgeted it as -a tough 
but typically limited hill attack. 
Instead, it has turned into the 
Verdun of the Korean war. 

It is also akin to such deadly 
World War II fights as Monte 
Cassino, Tarawa, Iwo Jima, Sai- 
pan and Okinawa.

The Sentry on the top-most 
windswept crag wears a special 
honor—the warm fur great coat 
that a division commander took 
off and wrapped about the soldier 
with his own hands to symbolize 
the post’s importance.

LONDON, Nov. 1 (AP) — A 
royal commission will be sent to 
Kenya to seek out eauses of the 
native Mau Mau witchcraft ter- 
rorism which has resulted in 48 
murders and great damage in that 
British East African colony.

The nominees ‘present a double set of con- 
trasts. At the time of the ‘conventions, Gen. 
Eisenhower had been for nearly 10 years a world 
celebrity,-made so by his great military record. 
Gov. Stevenson was the executive of an im- 
portant state, but he had stuck close to his hard 
job at Springfield; he was little known th the 


country and not even a name to the outside world. 


In the two months since the campaign opened, 
Gov. Stevenson has grown tremendously in pub- 
lic appreciation and esteem. The man who did 
not seek the nomination and who was truly 
drafted has kept his acceptance address pledge 


- to talk sense to the people. He has displayed 


political courage time after time. He has risked 
losing the votes of those he might offend. He 
has stood for civil rights in the South as well 
as in Harlem. He has used visits to Texas and 
Louisiana to discuss his position on the offshore 
oil controversy. Where others have trimmed 
and wavered, he has held firm to his principles. 


As Gov. Stevenson has risen in public 
opinion, Gen. Eisenhower has declined. The 
General has gone down for reasons which are al- 
most the exact opposite of those which have 
caused the reputation of Gov. Stevenson to rise. 
Gen. Eisenhower has been different things to dif- 
ferent men. He denies this but it is nonetheless 


true as the record of his campaign proves. 


The General has indorsed all Republican candi- 
dates for office. He has done this as basic cam- 
paign strategy. Since certain Republican sena- 
torial nominees have consistently and bitterly 
opposed the General's own important work in 
foreign relations, this has taken much of the 
meaning out of the Eisenhower campaign. It has 
changed the crusade into a scramble for votes. 

In Missouri, Gen. Eisenhower has called for 
the re-election of Senator Kem. The General has 
done this knowing, as surely he must, that Stuart 
Symington would help far mere in carrying 
forward enlightened foreign relations than would 
the Senate’s most confirmed isolationist. 

Similarly the General has called for the re- 
election of the McCarthys, Jenners, Cains and 
Brickers when he must know that men such as 
Thomas Fairchild in Wisconsin and Henry F. 
Schricker in Indiana are greatly to be preferred 
for a host of reasons. 

- » 

In contrast Gov. Stevenson has made no 
blanket indorsement. A Democratic candidate 
for the Senate or House who gets the Stevenson 
indorsement knows he has it on principle. 
Nevada provides a striking illustration. 

Nevada’s boss, Senator McCarran, outraged by 
the defeat of his handpicked Democratic choice 
in the senatorial primary, came out for the elec- 
tion of Republican isolationist George W. Malone 
of the notorious “Class of '46.” Immedjately 
Gov. Stevenson warmly commended the Demo- 
cratic nominee, Thomas Mechling, and urged 
Mechling’s election. Whereupon McCarran, like 
the dissident Southern Democrats, denounced 
Gov. Stevenson as one who does not know what 
a Democrat is. . 

In Pennsylvania Gov. Stevenson pointedly re- 
frained from indorsing Congressman Walter, 
Democratic sponsor in. the~House of the dis- 
criminatory McCarran Immigration Act. 

Gen. Eisenhower did not need to embrace 
every Republican, including candidates who are 
destructive of his cause. He. would have served 
himself better as well as the country if he had 
followed the sound counsel of the founder of the 
Republican party. For it was Abraham Lincoln 
who wisely said: 

Nor do I believe we can ever advance our 


principles by supporting men who oppose 
our principles. 


It should be an embarrassment to Gen. Eisen- ; 


hower that these words were quoted not by him, 
but by his opponent, Gov. Stevenson.

The clear centrast between the nominees 
brings a corresponding contrast in their han- 
dling of issues. Gen. Eisenhower is generally 
vague and without specific ideas. On some vital 
issues, his attitude now is far different from 
what it was before he became the G.O.P. nominee, 

The most serious issue of all is world peace 
ang its relation to the Korean war. As a soldier 
Gen, Eisenhower fully supported the Korean war 
and scourged those who would damage the mo- 
rale of our troops or citizens at home. As a 
candidate he deliberately raises doubt as to the 
necessity of our participation. 

The General praises the U.N. and then scuttles 
the U.N. idea by talking of “Asians fighting 
Asians.” He recites “tragic blunders,” which he 
says led to the Korean war, such as the decision 
in 1947 to withdraw American troops from 
Korea. -But he sees no reason to accept any part 
of the responsibility for the decision even though 
he appreved it as Chief of Staff at the time. — 

Gen. Eisenhower adopts a speech writer's 
dramatic idea: “I will go to Korea!” But he 
does not say what he thinks he would be able 
to do at a military front or the council table 
which Gen. Bradley, Gen. Collins, Gen. Ridgway, 
Gen. Vandenberg, Gen. Clark, Gen. Van Fleet 
and others have not been able to accomplish. 

* - . 

By contrast again, Gov. Stevenson supports 
fully the U.N. defense of freedom in Korea. He 
finds that aggression has been halted and that 
the sacrifices have not been in vain. He sees in 
the Korean war a tragic awakening to the Com- 
munist menace to the free world. 

Gov. Stevenson does not profess to have an 
easy solution. He would work to settle the 
war by diplomacy if possible. He would build 
up U.N. defenses to such a point that the Krem- 
lin would be convinced that the Communists 
must lose in the end if aggression. continues. 
Gov. Stevenson leaves it to Gen. Eisenhower to 
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which he inherits from the Truman Admin- 
istration. Corruption is one of them and the 
Governor has demonstrated, both by his record 
in Illinois and by what he said in his acceptance 
address and in the campaign, that he can be 
counted on to clean up Washington. He recognizes 
fully the danger of Communist subversion and 
there is every reason to believe that in a Steven- 
son administration the disloyal would be detected 
and removed without damage to the historic 
constitutional rights of all citizens.

Near the end of the campaign Gov. Stevenson 
has been embarrassed by the bigotry controversy 


“which arose as a’ consequence of President Tru- 


man’s criticism of Gen. Eisenhower for indorsing 
senatorial candidates who have supported legis- 


‘ Jation which applied racial and religious dis- 


.criminations. This was most unfortunate and it 


is to the credit of both sides that the wrangle, 


‘though ugly, was short-lived. Gov. Stevenson 


would be less identified with these matters if 
President Truman, in defending his record, had 
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not participated so personally in the campaign. . 


As President Truman has raised questions for 
Gov. Stevenson so has Gen. Eisenhower had to 
devote attention to his vice presidential running 
mate. Senator Nixon and Senator Sparkman 
both were chosen largely because of geography. 


_As the Democrats wanted help in the South so 


the Republicans wanted help in California and 
other Western states. They did not expect that 
Nixon would be caught in a special fund scandal, 
that in a radio soap opera he would challenge 
other’ candidates to reveal their finances, that 
they would submit income tax returns and that 
he then would shut up like a clam on income 
and so remain to the last. 
. . . 

Senator Sparkman’s anti-civil rights record is 
his chief liability. Since he compiled that rec- 
ord he has helped write a strong civil rights 
platform on which he says he stands. On this 
issue and the rest of their two records, Senator 
Sparkman is a safer man by far, in our opinion, 
to have one heartbeat away from the presidency. 


On the all-important labor problem, Gov. 
Stevenson has been much more specific than 
Gen. Eisenhower. The campaign comes to a 
close, however, without- either nominee~as clear 
as he might have been on the handling of labor 
disputes and work stoppage in vital industries. 
Questions in this field will rise after Tuesday. 

Elsewhere on domestic issues clarity and con- 
sistency belong largely to Gov. Stevenson. Gen. 
Eisenhower condemns the Roosevelt New Deal 
and the Truman Fair Deal and pledges himself 
to root them out of Washington. Yet he has on 
occasion enthusiastically indorsed social secur- 
ity, farm parity payments, rural electrification, 
public works in slack times and the other social 
advances which make up what he says he will 


‘ eliminate. He says he would do still more and 


yet he would reduce taxes. 


On these domestic issues, the General is both 
with the Taft Old Guard and opposed to it. For 
weeks he courted those who did everything they 
could to defeat him at the convention. Now for 
a few days he has sought,. especially in the 
East, to give the appearance of standing the 
Old Guard off at least a little. It is as if he 
were trying to produce that one small sign of 
independence for which Walter Lippmann 
pleaded two weeks ago.

The most generous reading of the Eisenhower 
campaign is that the General still sees himself 
as the military leader who puts winning above 
everything else. By contrast Gov. Stevenson 
sees himself in a more humble role, He says: 

My job in this campaign has been to try, 

in a very brief period of time, to offset a 
national hero. One way we have sought to 
do this was the simple and obvious way; it 
was to go about the country stating precisely 
what we have thought about things. This has 
been my objective, and if I have departed 
from it here and there—shall I say under 
force of political necessity or some other 
cause, perhaps exhaustion—I hope you can 
forgive me. 

What so commends Adlai Stevenson is that 
the man who speaks these very honest, human 
words has seldom departed from his objective. 
He has been forthright nearly all the time. 
He has wanted the campaign to a period of 
popular education and has done his part to 
make it so, He entered a contest with vast 
adulation on the side of a military hero and 
has made so much of a race of it that the 
experts and forecasters confess they do not know 
how it will turn out. 

That in itself is a great achievement. It is a 
service to representative government. The man 
able to do that has qualities and capacities which 
our country can use in the next four years.

/it turns out, Before his course 


has run he may come to be 
as much of an embarrassment 
to the Republicans as he has 
been to the Democrats. It is 
significant that his 
campaign activities have been 
largely confined to those states 
where fellow members of the 
Senate Cabala th:t approves 
and imitates him are running 
for re-election. It may be as- 
sumed, therefore, that he is 
interested primarily in promot- 
ing McCarthy and_ reliable 
McCarthy hatchet - men who 
could be depended on in future 
imbroglios, 

McCarthy wants to be Presi- 
dent himself. He has said so 
openly. If Wisconsin goes for 
McCarthy and Eisenhower is 
defeated in the nation McCar- 
thy would be in a stronger posi- 
tion as a potential candidate for 
President in 1956 than if Eisen- 
hower should win. Moreover, 
if the Republicans take over the 
Government McCarthy loses his 
big “issue.” That he will find 
another and prosecute it with 
the same methods he has used 
so effectively up to the pres- 
ent, can hardly be doubted. The 
possibility cannot be a source 
of comfort to the genuinely 
loyal supporters of the General. 
Nor to anybody.

system’s prized qualities—the 
insistence on. free expression 
and everybody’s right to speak 
his piece even if it’s nonsense 
or worse. There is no check 
against nonsense except the 
sense of the people and the law 
against libel does not operate 
against senatorial * privilege. 

But though McCarthy is pro- 
tected for the moment by his 
status as a Senator and by the 
wide indulgeuce extended to 
partisanship in political cam- 
paigns, he may overreach him- 
self in the intoxication of his 
growing power. It is a faint 
‘hope at the moment but it has 
happened to others of recent 
memory. 


Meanwhile, the honest citizen 
should have already learned 
one Valuable lesson. He can’t 
afford to be indifferent to poli- 
tics. If a man of McCarthy’s 
moral stature—a man who sold 
the prestige of his Senate. posi- 
tion like so much dog meat on 
the block—can actualfy move 
so far as to come within range 
of the presidency, then far too 
many adult Americans are in 
their political infancy. Skepti- 
cism that demands proof of the 


most obvious proposition has its 


dangers, It-is far less danger- 
ous, however, than the gulli- 
bility which assumes that what’s 
repeated often enough is bound 
to be true.

TE Ozark Country 


HERE was a time and I can remember it, when our' Ozark 
country was a horseman’s world. In those days, if you 
wanted to travel more than a mile, you-either went on 
horseback or drove in buggy, surrey or wagon. Most farmers 
i ran their cattle znd hegs out 
in the forested hills and 
spent long days in the saddle, 
carrying out salt or rounding 
up the animals at marketing 
time. Every family had a 
. horse or two, broken to work 
or ridé, and:often during the 
school year when the farm 
») work .was over, old Dobbin 
would carry two or even 
three youngsters to. school 
and stand patiently at the 
picket fence until the day 
was over and it was time to 
go home. You'd pass a coun- 
try church on Sunday and see 
the hill people coming in 
a’horseback. Many a woman 
rode side-saddle with a baby 
balanced on the pommel be- 
: fore her, or came behind her 
man on a folded grain sack to serve as a pillon. 

Today, most of the saddle horses are gone and each 
season sees more farms without a work horse to their name. 
No ‘longer on moonlit nights do the youngsters gather to gal- 
lop ‘the country roads. We herd our cattle now with jeep or 
truck and drive to town sedately in the family car which is as 
brightly polished as its city counterpart. Few farm house- 
wives today have ever been on a horse, let alone know how to 
harness Dobbin for a trip to church in the old fringed surrey; 
and it won’t be long before the same is true of their husbands. 
Such farm horses as remain today, or at least most of them, 
lead lives of ease like our Daisy and Ribbon, lazing in the pas- 
ture and waiting until their masters can find leisure from 
this mechanized farming to go riding for pleasure.

There are some things, though, that de not 
change. The hills still turn to yellow and crimson 
when the warning comes to lock up the sap in the 
roots for winter. Goldenrod and aster bloom and turn 
brown with the frosts. And it is still good te he up 
and out on horseback on a crisp autumn morning. Our 
day to ride is generally Sunday and I call in Daisy 
and Ribbon at milking time for a “bait” of corn or 
oats although, as fat as they are, they have little need 
of grain. Then when breakfast is ever we saddle up 
and are off, before the visitors have started to arrive. 
The mares are fresh and step out at a good clip, 
breaking into trot or rack at the slightest tightening 
of reins; and we decide once more that this is the 

best of all possible worlds in which te be alive.

fields where the cattle graze, checking the salt boxes, judging 
how the steers are coming along, and making sure all is well 
with the cow and calf herd.

PLANT INTRODUCTION 
GARDEN NEAR MIAMI, 


Many of Miami's outstanding 
attractions are free ‘of charge. 
Among these is the U. S. Plant 
Introduction Garden, less than an 
hour’s drive south of the city’s 
main business district. The trip 
will be ‘well worth while for any 
vacationer who ‘is interested in 
horticulture. 

Here experiments may be seen 
in progress which may save thou- 
sands of. lives in ‘future genera- 
tions, and which add to the pros- 


‘perity of the world. Studies are 


made of plants from: other parts 
of the world to determine if they 
can be adapted to this ‘nation. 

Within recent years the garden 
has introduced approximately 13,- 
500 species of trees, shrubs, plants 
and vines to this country. The list 
includes avocados, mangoes, vari- 
eties of citrus trees, grasses and 
palms. 

Experts undertake to acclimate 
plants that produce medicines, 
fruits, oils, fibers, rubber and 
other products. Each week sam- 
ples of plants suspected of hav- 
ing. medicinal qualities are sent 
to laboratories for analysis. 

Plants and seeds coming into 
the country must pass through the 
plant quarantine station in Wash- 
ington before being shipped into 
the garden. Specimens are sent in 
by plant collectors throughout the 
world, and particularly from the 
tropics.

Univer- 
sity Medicz] Sehool department 
of medicine, to help combat an 
Oriental disease whith has. sffick- 
en more than 1100 troops in 
Korea. 

The St. Louisan went to Korea 
in September as a civilian con- 
sultant to study symptoms and 
other clinical aspects of the dis- 


ease, which is known as hemor- 
rhagic fever, and to try to develop 
more effective methods of treat- 
ment. 

It is understood that he made 
some suggestions which may be 
tried out, but on his return after 
a month’s stay Dr. Wood declined 
to discuss his findings, which he 
considers classified information 
to be divulged only by the Sur- 
geon General's office in Wash- 
ington. 

‘Among Top Problems.’ 


Speaking in guarded generali- 
ties during an interview yester- 
day, Dr. Wood said: 

“This disease, along with battle 
casualties and frostbite, is among 
the top medical problems we have 
to face in Korea, and is perhaps 
the most seriou§ in the field of 
internal medicine. Mortality has 
been greatly reduced by the fine 
work of the Army Medical Cor 
The improvement in tnealtuatiok 
is due in part to prompt e 
tion of patients, usually by heli- 
copter, and in part to skilful 
treatment by a team of. doctors 
experienced in working with the 
disease. 

“IT was impressed by the gen- 


eral excellence of the medical |. 


and surgical care given the troops. 
The Medical Corps is doing a 
magnificent job. Even under ad- 
verse conditions in tent hospitals 
the quality of service rendered

compares favorably with that of 
our best civilian hospitals.” 

Dr. Wood for some time has 
been a consultant to the orig 
General. and a member of 
Armed: Forces Epldemiclogies! 
Board of civilians directing re- 
search in infectious disease ior 
the Army, Navy and Air Force. 
During World War II he served 
on the respiratory disease com- 
mission of the Army, and spent 
six months in research on atypi- 
cal pneumonia at Camp Clai- 
borne, La. ; 


Characteristics of Fever. 


Hemorrhagic fever is character- 
ized by a temperature rise to 103 
or 104 degrees, headaches and a 
serious drop in blood pressure, 
with hemorrhages under the skin 
and kidney trouble a common late 
complication... The disease does 
not respond to sulfonamide drugs 
8 to antibiotics such as penicil- 
chloromycetin. 


The malady was first identified 
in 1939 by the Japanese, whose 
troops contracted it in Manchuria 
near the Songo river. For this 
reason it is known also as “Songo 
fever” and “Manchurian fever.” 
It became a problem with the 
United Nations forces last sum- 
mer, although the.disease has not 
reached serious —— propor- 
tions, “

last year diéd, but the rate was 
cut to less than 3 per cent in the | 
first half of 1952. The death rate 
from the disease among the Jap- 
anese is said to have been 30 
per cent...

NOTEBOOK 


By Eleanor B. McClure 


Last Tuesday I drove to Crystal 
City., Mo., to talk to members. of 


ithe Festus Garden Club. The 


meeting was held in the Grace 
Presbyterian Church, a quaint 
stone building in a beautifully 
landseaped setting. 


Both the. church and its de- 
lightful garden look as though 
they had been spirited there from ' 
England—and in a sense, they 
were, One of the early superin- 
tendents of the Crystal City plant 
of the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Co., 
who came to Missouri from .Eng- 
land, sént for the plans of the 
building and garden of the little 
church he had attended in his 
homeland. 

There is a natural bond, it 
seems to me, between a beautiful 
garden and a place of worship. 
This planting has a formal design, 
with small, geometric plots of 
grass separated by brick-edged 
paths, and as a focal point in the 
center, an old iron fountain. 
There are handsome magnolias, 
majestic tulip trees with high, 
arching branches, and a venerable 
holly. 

During the past year members 
of the Festus Garden Club fol- 
lowed a co-ordinated program of 
study on bulbs. Topics for lec-. 
tures and papers have included 
the history of bulbous plants; the 
culture of bulbs, corms and tu- 
bers; control of insects and dis- 
eases; planting for summer bloom;. 
use of bulbs in the landscape 
plan; nat@ralized plantings for 
wild gardens, and the propagation 
of bulbs. ‘There have also been 
special programs on tulips, nar- 
cissi and lilies. 

Certainly, the study of bulbs 


can be most rewarding, especially 


if we use the term in its widest 
sense to include the corms and 
tubers of crocus, gladiolus and 
While I wouldn't put.a 
ban on other flowers, to be sure, 
it is possible to have almost year- 
round bloom from the bulbous 
plants alone. 

Starting in the earliest spring. 
with the brave blossoms of the 
winter aconite, snowdrops, and 
iris reticulata, the show continues 
through March and April as cro- 
cuses, chionodoxas and the early 
flowering scillas appear. For many 
‘weeks in April and May there are 
stellar performances by tulips and 
narcissi, with able support from 
hyacinths, fritillarias, grape: hya- 
cinths, May flowering scillag, and 
the Dutch iris. 

_ . Star-shaped Flowers. .. 

In late spring camassias »send : 
up fine bloom spikes in w or . 
blue. Brodideas (which #meed } 
some. winter protection, since they 
are not quite as hardy) havé star- 
shaped flowers in white, blue, 
lilac, and .purple. 

Different species of hardy lilies 
will provide a succession of bloom 
during the summer months. Some 
of the new seed-grown strains, 
which are free from the taint of 
mosaic, should give.a ‘fine per- 
formance in mid-western gardens. 
The hardy amaryllis

flower stalk. 

Tender bulbs that flower in the 
summer nionths may be planted 
in the spring. Besides the more 
familiar glads and dahlias there 
are such delightful flowers as the 
Peruvian-daffodil, the gloriosa lily 
and the Cape hyacinth (H. candi- 
cans), Tuberoses, anemones, 
ranunculus andthe colorful tig- 
ridias (Mexican shell flower) may 
also be planted in the spring. 

‘Of all the bulbous plants, I con- 
fess that I am pdartial to members 
‘of the nartissus family. Many 
are stout-hearted flowers that 
bloom magnificently on’ dry 
banks, or: beneath’ shrubs and 
trees. - Given half a chance, the 
bulbs multiply rapidly, and in a 
few years form ‘shimmering car¢ 
pets of white and gold. 

Although narcissi are best 
planted in early fall, the weather 
in September and October was 
not propitious, to say the least. 
We intend to add some bulbs to 
our naturalized plantings, even 
though the ground now seems 
hard enough to blunt a pick ax. 

I am pleased this fall to have 
a few bulbs of February Gold, fin- 
est of early daffodils for natu- 
ralized plantings, according to Dr, 
Edgar Anderson, assistant direc- 
tor of the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den. These graceful flowers make 
clumps of intense gold, although 
they bloom in March rather than 
February. 

Blooms Very Late. 

Other good daffodils for the 
wild garden are Aerolite'and Em- 
peror. Sir Watkins is a hardy 
narcissus with a primrose perianth 
and crown, while Lorens Koster 
bears a cluster of five or ‘six 
blooms with pale yellow cups. 


Pheasant Eye, is a poet’s narcissus 
that blooms very late. 

Not suitable > for “‘naturalizing, 
but quite at home in the rockery 
or at the front of @ 
the bewitching little miniatures. 
This year I hope to plant Miniv 
mus, a tiny golden trumpet, and 
some of the petticoat daffodils, 
with their little hoop skirts in 
yellow and white. The exquisite 
Angel’s Tears is a triandus spe- 
cies with white, drooping flowers. 
i Triandus hybrids, such as Moon- 
shine, Shot Silk and Thalia, have 
graceful blooms with upswept 
petals. 

Gardeners who seek spectacu- 
ar. size will appreciate huge, 
golden Unsurpassable. . Mount 
Hood is a wonderful white trum- 
pet daffodil, but the older: Beer- 
sheba has. snowy blooms of re- 
markable purity and beauty,: The 
John Evelyn hybrids are now 
listed as “weatherproof daffodils.” 
TheDuke of Wipndsor, .Cérebiis, 
and Leviathan, to mention a few,

The captain had found 59% pounds of the drug during 
the last leg of a voyage from the Persian Gulf and had 
placed it in his safe. This much opium, on the legal 
market at $600 a pound, would be worth about $36,000. 
On the black market, however, it would bring 20 times 
that amount or $720,000. 

- The agents arrested three Chinese members of the 
Silverdale’s crew. After a hearing on charges of con- 
spiracy to smuggle opium into this country and of. pos- 
sessing narcotics, the three crewmen were returned to 
the custody of the tanker’s officers. Said a United States 
commissioner: “The evidence in this case shows that it 
is not in the jurisdiction of American courts.” And an 
assistant commissioner commented: “If there is any case 
here, it must ke tried in the British courts. This is a 
British vessel, and the contraband was seized at sea, 
more than 12 miles outside the territorial limits of the 
United States.” 

But the opium was confiscated by customs officials.

the North Koreans. Acheson spoke only once, and very briefly, stating that 
he was opposed to inviting the North Koreans. Selwyn Lloyd agreed with 
Acheson, said it would only .waste the Assembly's time.

@ Others burn kerosene. Still others don’t burn at all, 
but are powerful glass reflectors to be placed in the 
road. Some are metal. The term “flare” is used by police 
to apply even to the brilliant “Scotchlite” - caution 
sign (above) developed by Westinghouse.

“Neighbor-noise” bothers one out of 
four people in houses and apartments 
built close together? 


Make You Jumpy? 


N NEW houses built of light-weight ma- 
terials about 50 per cent of the people 


are disturbed by noise from next ° 


door! : 

And millions of our people-possibly 75 
million-are annoyed by outdoor noises no 
matter what kind of houses they live in. 

Those are estimates discussed at a 
recent meeting on noise control held at 
the University of Michigan School of 
Public Health. 

Emphasizing the importance of house 
noises were Ralph J. Johnson and Roy O. 
McCaldin, Division of Engineering Re- 


sources, U. 8S. Public Health Service. 

Their interest in noise stems in part 
from this statement of the American 
Public Health Assn.: 

“Excessive noise ...is of serious mo- 
ment insofar as it causes nerve strain and 
interferes with sleep and — psycho- 
logical processes.” _ 

What can you do to cut see noise in 
your house? Johnson and McCaldin make 
these easy-to-carry-out suggestions: 

Before you move into a house or apart- 


.ment, find out just how noisy the neigh- 


borhood is. 
Take time to stand in front of the house 
and listen to traffic. 


Grinding Gears 


HINK TWIcE before taking a house 
Te the side of a hill, especially if the 

street carries a lot of truck traffic. 
Truck gears grinding at the top of the 
hill can be very annoying. 

Find out the zoning regulations. If a 
gas station could move in on the corner 
(or is already there) you can expect a 
lot of noise. 

@ The current trend in building is toward 
“open space” design. In other words, liv- 
ing room and dining room are not sep- 
arated by walls. In many new houses, the 
kitchen and dining room are joined. 

@e Those are economy construction 
methods, but from a noise standpoint, 
they’re not good. 

@ Where there are no walls, noise travels 
more freely, of course. 

If you’re thinking of moving into a 
house or apartment built close to another 
dwelling, there are many noise traps. 

For instance, the location of the neigh- 
bors’ windows is important. If they are 
exactly opposite yours, the noise has a 
clear channel ‘into your house. 

If they are above, below or off to one 
side of your windows, some of the neigh- 
bors’ noise will bounce against your walls 
instead of coming in your windows. 

How your windows face the street is 
also important. 

If most of them are parallel to the 
street, they present a good target for 
street noises (see illustration). 

@ If most of them face away from the 
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Your Hou 


they can end one of your biggest headaches Po 


street, even on a slight angle, you’re 
likely to get fewer street noises. And if 
most are at right angles to the street, 
you'll get even fewer outside noises. 

@® Here are some vital points to check if, 
you’re moving into an apartment or a 
two-family “up-and-down” flat. 

@ Find out, first, what’s above and along- 
side you. If your bedroom is directly be- 


low the neighbors’ living room, you may 


spend sleepless nights. If your bedroom 
is alongside your neighbors’ living room, 
the same thing may happen. 


After You Move In... 


T’s a good idea to stand in an apart- 
ment or: house for a few minutes to 
“take inventory” of the noises you 

can hear. 

It also pays, in apartments, to have 


- someone walk in the hall outside, to see 


how much noise is carried inside. 

Once you move in, you can do many 
things to kill annoying noises. | 

To reduce street noises, plant thick, 


’ high shrubbery between the house and 


the street and as close se the street as 
possible. 

For slamming doors, a lining of rubber, 
felt or flexible weather stripping along 
the door jamb will help. 

Rugs and pads, of course, cut down 
“impact” noises, but these noises are also 
a problem with pianos and mechanical 
devices like washing machines. 

To make life easier for yourself and 
your neighbors, try putting a half or 


three-quarter-inch chunk of sponge rub- 
ber under each leg of your piano and 


' washing machine. 


The. rubber will act as a buffer, and 
reduce the sound. 

The rubber mountings also work on 
fans, blowers and pumps. 


The Noise ‘‘Leak’’ 


NE OF the most elusive sources of 
house noises is that space at the 
bottom of the door leading to the 
outside. 
To plug this no “leak,” puta strip of 
felt on the underside of the door. 
Don’t underestimate the noise leak. It 
can prove embarrassing. 
@ One couple learned that the neigh- 
bors: overheard every one of their early 
morning conversations. 
@ How did it happen? When the hus- 
band shaved, he left the medicine cab- 
inet door ajar. Inside the cabinet was a 
slot for used razor blades. 
® His conversations with his wife car- 
ried clearly through that slot to the 


‘next apartment. (That often happens, 


too, when you leave closet doors open.) 
One of the biggest sources of noise is 
pounding in the-plumbing. 
It’s caused by the fact that pressures 
are exerted inside water pipes. You know 


the sounds — hammerlike, sometimes 3

Frequently, those sounds are caused by 
quick closing valves. So, one way to guard 


against “water hammer,” is simply to. 


turn the water off more slowly. © 
That way; the pressure is not “stuck” 


in the pipe,and the pipe may not groan.
